Examination of registration sts of 
voters for the national election, is- 
sued today, discloses a few specfic 
instances where patently gross cases 
of fraud existing at the August pri- 
mary have been eliminated or 
“toned down,” but at the same time 
shows the existence of systematic 
padding more than replacfng those 
missing today from certain ad- 
dresses. | 

Even in the First and Second 
Wards, the readily deliverable down- 
town machine strongholds, where 
some of the more obvious discrep- 
ancies were softened, the voters 
were “redistributed” in such a way 
that the ward vote totals remained 
virtually the same as in the primary 
and today actually exceed the Fed- 
eral census figures for persons of 
voting age in those districts. 

376 Dropped at Shelter. 

In the First Ward, for example, 
376 names were dropped from an 
August enrollment of 810 from a 


-ltransient shelter at 523 Grand ave- 


nue, appropriately named the Help- 
ing Hand, and an object of attack 
by opponents of the machine at 
previous elections.” 

Yet the total present registration 
for the ward is only 122 voters less 
than the primary total, a reduction 
of |] than a third of those 
dropped from the Helping Hand. In 
the precinct in which that four- 
story shelter is situated, the bond 
issue last August, which has been 
repeatedly denounced as fraudulent- 
ly carried, ran up the fantastic total 
of 1111 affirmative votes without a 
Single nay. | 

It may be that some of those 
“lost” at the.transient shelter were 
recovered in a two-story flop house, 
four narrow windows wide, at 
547% Main street, from. which 82 
were registered. 9. —— 
‘at must not be supposed that all 
glaring prima facie appearances of 
fraud have been eliminated, for 
even a cursory examination of the 
rolls shows suspicious circum- 
stances. But, broadly speaking, the 
tendency has been on diversification 
of “ghosts” rather than concentra- 
tion in too conspicuous spots. 

The “slack” in the first precinct 
has been obviously taken up at 
many small hotels, as at one four- 
story establishment at 548 Main 
street, where rooms may be had for 
15 cents. Voters there increased 
between August and September 
from 122 to 197, a gain for the ma- 
chine of 75. 

Decreases of from five to 15 per- 
sons at other places were made up 
by slight increases at others and 
consistently high transient hotel 
registrations. There are numerous 
small hotels which from a technical 
standpoint might house the scores 
recorded there, but which obviously 
enjoy no such thriving business. 

Equally significant conditions ex- 
ist in the Second Ward. Although its 


mary enrollment, 100 persons are 
today cut from a long abandoned 
hospital at 1005 Campbell avenue, 
which recorded 104 votes last Au- 
gust; 48 from a three-story house 
at 1515 Oak street—which still con- 
tains 60 registrants—and 44 from 
rooms over a cafe and barber shop 
at 923 Locust street, a total cut of 
192. 

Consistently heavy registrations 
throughout this ward come from 
hotels and disorderly resorts, while 
at 1008 Troost street, a one-room 
hamburger stand boasts a registra- 
tion of 15. Rooms over a small 
“night club” at 702% East Twelfth 
street presumably house 41 voters. 
Two upstairs floors over a saloon at 
1130 Holmes avenue, containing 
“steam baths,” also contain 42 vot- 
ers, if the rolls are to be credited. 

All the apartment houses along 
Paseo boulevard have substantial 
registrations, while residences in 
the ward show surprisingly large 
populations. From 1026 Forrest 
avenue, for instance, a three-story 
house, 50 persons are registered; at 
a two-story house at 1417 East 
Twelfth street 52 persons are re- 
ported. 

Other swollen registrations in this 
ward, whose total exceeds the cen- 
sus figure of voters, include 108 reg- 
istrants from two floors over a 
poolroom at 1010 East Twelfth 
street, and 42 from two floors at 
1107 East Twelfth street.

ROOSEVELT BEGINS 
CAMPAIGN SHING 
INTO NEW ENGLAND 


Stops First at Providence, 
R.. I.—Day’s Schedule 
Includes. Visits to Six 
- Massachusetts Towns. 


ADDRESS TONIGHT 
AT WORCESTER 


Family Reunion During 
President’s Brief Halt at 
Old Delano Homestead 
at Fairhaven.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 21. — 
Into New England, with the hope 
of carrying all but the northern- 
most strongholds of Republicanism, 
President Roosevelt today took his 
campaign for re-election, starting 
out on a schedule like that which 
he followed through tne West last 
week, crowded with brief talks and 


public appearances. 

At the first stop, Providence, the 
President spoke to a large crowd 
assembled in front of the State 
Capitol, sounding the same pros- 
perity note that he employed with 
such marked success on his West- 
ern tour. As on his previous drive 
for votes he stressed the “perma- 
nency,” the “security,” which he 
said distinguished the present pros- 
perity from the boom days of 1929. 

“It was the biggest peacetime 
job ever attempted,” he said, re- 
| ferring. to the efforts of his admin- 


economy. “It called for energy in 
a hundred directions at once; for 
imagination, for willingness to face 
the facts, 

“Because it was a modern ma- 
chine it needed money in circula- 
tion to get it going and keep it go- 
ing. Therefore, we had to obtain 
purchasing power for the farmer, 
work for the unemployed, loans to 
industry, safety and courage for the 
banks. 

“How much did we spend? 
Enough to get results—enough to 
be sure not to fail. There would 
have been no second chance if we 
had failed once.” 

This is very similar to the line 
that he followed throughout his 10- 
day Western tour. In an informal 
talk with newspaper men at Hyde 
Park Sunday the President said 
that he saw no need to say more 
than he had said on that tour. 

“We will not again allow people 
to be regimented by selfish minori- 
ties into bankruptcies and  bread- 
lines,” he told his Providence audi- 
ence in conclusion. 

Crowds Break Police Lines. 

Gov. Green of Rhode Island met 
the President at the train and rode 
with him the short distance from 
the station to the Capitol through 
streets thick with people. Because 
of confusion in arrangements at 
Providence, the President was more 
than 15 minutes late in starting 
his speech. Unruly crowds broke 
through police lines and swarmed 
across the Capitol lawn. 

At no point during the Presi- 
dent’s campaign have police pro- 
visions been so inadequate as at 
Providence. The streets swarmed 
‘with people: who constantly broke 
into the line of cars, and it was only 
by some miracle that a fatality did 
not occur. There were hundreds of 
police but they seemed to have no 
control over the thousands who 
waited along the line of march to 
see the President. , 

At the Massachusetts State line 

Gov. Curley’s brilliantly uniformed 
state police took over, but they 
were no more effective in preserv- 
ing order than the Rhode Island 
police had been. The line of cars 
was completely disorganized, rac- 
ing in two and three lanes at from 
50 to 60 miles an hour. 
Through New Bedford and into 
Fall River, the first stop after Prov- 
idence, the same complete demor- 
alization prevailed. Curley’s police 
Fwere unable to restore any order 
throughout the line of march. 

President Has Order Restored. 

At Fairhaven, the President in- 
sisted that some order be restored 
and on direct command from Ste-

Defendants Said to Have 
Taken Over After Dutch

NEW YORK, Oct, 21.—Fourteen 
men, including lawyers and labor 
leaders, were accused by an extraor- 
dinary grand jury yesterday of tak- 
ing over a restaurant racket organ- 
ized by the late Arthur (Dutch 
Schultz) Flegenheimer and his 


gang. 

The indictment, obtained by Spe- 
cial Prosecutor Thomas E. Dewey, 
charged conspiracy and embezzle- 
ment. 

Nine of the defendants in what is 
described as a conspiracy to terror- 
ize Manhattan restaurant and night 
club operators with stench bombs 
and strike threats, are in custody. 
Warrants have been issued for the 
others, 


At least two. murders are ‘listed 
in the indictment as having. oc- 
curred during organization of the 
racket, which began four years ago. 
The victims were Abe Borson, killed 
at Armonk, NM Y., in November, 
Koenig, shot 
to death during a waiters’ conven- 
tion in’ Rochester last August. Both 
were described as local union of- 
ficers. 


The Nine Who Are Held. 


The nine men in custody, Dewey 
said, are:

The embezzlement count is based 
on a charge that the defendants 
appropriated union funds amount- 
ing to approximately $250,000 to 
their own use. :

Cohen was accused by Dewey at 
the arraignment as one of the two 
leaders in the racket.

Government troops, fighting to stop 
the Fascist drive on Madrid, held 
their positions during an insurgent 
bombardment 20 miles from Madrid 
today and countered with attacks of 
their own.

At the sametime,itwas stated a 
German note in reply to Soviet ac- 


cusations of German neutrality vio- 
lations in behalf of the Spanish 
insurgents denied the charges cate- 
gorically as “completely without 
foundation.” 

The documents were handed to 
Lord Plymouth, the committee 
chairman, by Prince Otto Von Bis- 
marck, the German Charge d’Af- 
faires. 
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Baldwin Refuses to Call Parliament 
on Spanish Question. 


LONDON, Oct. 21.—The Interna- 
tional Non-Intervention Committee 
probably will meet on Friday. 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin, 
following a meeting with his min- 
isters, wrote to Clement R. Attlee, 
labor leader, today, refusing to 
convene Parliament before its regu- 
lar opening Oct. 29, to debate Span- 
ish neutrality. This letter was fol- 
lowed by a statement from the Na- 
tional Council of Labor which said 
the members unanimously consid- 
ered the British non-intervention 
policy a one-sided affair, injuring 
the Madrid Government. 


The British Government, in mes- 
sages to the Madrid Government 
and the Fascist high command, to- 
day expressed fear of massacre of 
hostages. Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden instructed the Embassy 
at Madrid and the Ambassador at 
Hendaye, France, to press for early 
replies. 

“His Majesty’s Government would 
be ready to give its offices in any 
way which may be acceptable to 
both parties, and would gladly of- 
fer the services of the British navy 
in any case where transport by 
sea may be required,” the British 
messages read. 

“It has become a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that in the course 
of the present troubles in Spain, 
large numbers of hostages have 
been taken. and held. 

“This applies more especially to 
the capita] where so large a popu- 
lation is concentrated. There would 
appear to be the most serious rea- 
sons to fear that in the absence of 
sufficiently reliable means of ensur- 
ing safety for those persons, a sit- 
uation might arise when they 
would be in danger of attack or 
of even wholesale massacre. 

“In the face of such a possibility 
and the further terrible .conse- 
quences which might ensue, His 
Majesty’s Government feels im- 
pelled to make an urgent appeal on 
purely humanitarian grounds to au- 
thorities of both sides to come to 
an agreement for the exchange of 
all such hostages, and more espe- 
cially for the release and removal 
to some place of safety of any 
women who may have been in- 
cluded among these hostages.” 

Wartime Premier David Lloyd 
George’s National Executive Coun- 
cil of Action has passed a resolu- 
tion urging the Government to re- 
store Madrid’s right to buy arms 
and charging the agreement has 
proved one-sided in favor of Fascist 
insurgents. 

The Spanish Ambassador to Lon- 
don again charged Germany and 
Italy with meddling in the Span- 
ish war.

It is ob- 
vious that many apartment-house 
and hotel operators, attempting to 
do business in.a city where every- 
thing from building permits to san- 
itary regulations, are controlled by 
the machine, would hesitate before 
refusing to comply. The writer, in 
fact, has been told by executives of 
building concern of machine ap- 
proaches and after the September 
registration saw freshly typed lists 
of tenants placed over the regular 
roster board in several apartments 
visited at random. 

“Flying Voting Squadrons.” 

The spectacle of “flying squad- 
rons,” consisting of automobiles 
laden with men and women from 
the downtown machine districts go- 
ing from voting booth to voting 
booth in residential ‘wards, has be- 
come commonplace here at past 
elections. It is reported that their 
occupants are given lists of names 
under which to vote, corresponding 
to the names on some of the “pads.”

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DOCTOR'S TESTIMONY 
ONKILLING THROWN OUT 


After He Says Oregon (Ill.) 
Embalmer Told Him He 
Shot Wife.

OREGON, IIL, Oct. 21—The sup- 
plemental confession attributed by 
Dr. Charles C. Rowley, psychiatrist, 
to Guy Tallmadge, embalmer,

Dr. Rowley, called by the State 
yesterday as a rebuttal witness, cli- 
maxed his testimony by recounting 
a story of the killing which he said 
had been told to him by Tallmadge 
two weeks after the killing. Judge 
Edwards instructed the jury to dis- 
regard Dr. Rowley’s entire testi- 
mony. 

The defense had contended that 
Dr. Rowley’s testimony was not 
proper rebuttal.

Donald Crowell an- 
nounced that he had completed his 
rebuttal and launched into his clos- 
ing argument. : 
Crowell denounced the killing as 
a “vicious murder.” He said he 
would demand the death penalty at 
the conclusion of his argument, but 
he was interrupted in his summa- 
tion by a recess.

70: BE VOTER IN GiTY 


Attorney-General Rules Police 
Commissioner Has Legal 
Residence in St. Louis. 


By the Jefferson City Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 21. — 
An individual residing in St. Louis 
County who, for the purpose of vot- 
ing, maintains a legal residence in 
the city of St. Louis, is entitled to 
vote in the city, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s department ruled in an opin- 
ion sent today to George T. Priest, 
member of the St. Louis Board of 
Police Commissioners. 

Priest, whose right to vote in the 
city had been challenged by the St. 
Louis Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, has a residence near Jeffer- 
son Barracks in St. Louis County 
but maintains a legal residence at 
the Racquet Club in the city. He 
asked the Attorney-General to rule 
whether a person residing in the 
county may vote in the city, if he 
maintains a legal voting residence 
in the city. 

The opinion held “That if a per- 
son maintains within the city of St. 
Louis a legal residence for the pur- 
pose of voting and at the same time, 
maintains a residence within St. 
Louis County, such person shall be 
entitled to vote at the former place 
of residence, in the city of St. 
Louis.” 

The opinion cited two rulings of 
the Missouri Supreme Court on the 
question of residence. 

In one case the Court held that 
“Residence is largely a matter of 
intention. This intention is to be 
deduced from the acts and utter- 
ances of the person whose residence 
is in issue.” 

In the other case the Court said, 
“We hold in accord with the gen- 
eral expression of the law that resi- 
dence is largely a matter of inten- 
tion evidenced by some act or acts 
in conformity with such intention.”

TWO ELECTROCUTED 
FOR CHICAGO MURDER 


Killed Policeman When 
Being Chased After 
Holdup. 


Pair 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 21. — Frank 
“Bones” Korezykowski and Andrew 
Bogacki were electrocuted today, 
just 11 minutes apart. in Cook 
County’s new electric chair, for the 
murder of a policeman following a 
robbery. 

Five guards took less than 10 sec- 
onds to clamp the 27-year-old Kor- 
czykowski into the chair at 1:03 
a.m. He was pronounced dead at 
1:09. Then they put Bogacki, a 
year younger than his partner, in 
the chair. At 1:20 doctors declared 
him lifeless. 

Four brothers of Jerome McCau- 
ley, the murdered policeman, and 
the latter’s squad partner, Police- 
man Edward Brieske, were among 
the 200 witnesses. McCauley died 
in Brieske’s arms when the gun- 
men opened fire during the chase 
after the robbery last May’ 29, 

It was the first electrocution 
since the electric chair had been 


jimproved to permit quicker prepara- 


tion of the victim for death. 


CRASH CUT INTO REVENUE 
OF AIRLINE COMPANY 


Report to Stockholders Shows $5000 
Profit in July, $3300 Loss in 
August. 


The crash' of the Chicago & 
Southern airliner “City of Mem- 
phis” near Lambert-St. Louis Field 
last Aug. 5, in which eight persons 
were killed, caused a temporary 


loss of revenue to the company, it 
was Stated in a report to stockhold- 
ers filed yesterday with the St. 
Louis Stock Exchange. 

For the month of July the line 
had a profit of $5000, but in August 
its loss was $3326, it was stated. 
This was said to have been in 
part to loss of revenue due to the 
crash, but included some expenses 
incident to the crash not covered 
by insurance. Another item cgn- 
tributing to the loss for the month 
was daniage done to an airplane on 
the ground by a windstorm. 

The line reported to its stock- 
holders that its loss was $21,252 for 
the first six months of this year.

Republican Says Administration’s

AFL MAKES MOVE 
TO END GUILD STRIKE 


Acts After Seattle Negotiations 
Fail; Details of Proposal 
~ Withheld. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21. — The 
executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor decided yes- 
terday to submit a plan for set- 
tling the American Newspaper 
Guild strike on the Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer to the publisher and 
the Seattle Central Labor Council. 

This move followed collapse of 
negotiations between Harvey J. 
Kelley, counsel for the newspaper, 
a William Randolph Hearst pub- 
lication, and representatives of the 
Seattle Labor Council. Guild rep- 
resentatives sat in at those nego- 
tiations but neither side was pres- 
ent at the meeting of the A. F. of 
L. Council yesterday. 

William Green, A. F. of L. presi- 
dent, said the council would not 
disclose the terms of the settlement 
proposal before it was received by 
the publisher and the Seattle labor 
leaders. 

Guild Statement. 

After the negotiations ended, the 
Guild issued a statement which 
said, in part: 

“The management has refused to 
make a single concession which 
would involve any improvement of 
conditions over those obtaining 
prior to the strike. , 

“It has refused to make any 
satisfactory guarantee against dis- 
crimination. It has refused not 
only .to recognize the Guild but 
even to mention it in any agree- 
ment. 

“The management has refused to 
make any disposal of the cases 
of Philip Everhardt Armstrong and 
Frank M. Lynch, the two men who 
were discharged for Guild activi- 
ty. It has refused to recognize the 
principle of minimum wages for 
various classes of editorial em» 
ployes. 

“In the negotiations the manage- 
ment flatly stated that it would 
give nothing the strikers did not 
have before.” 

Publisher’s Side. 

Kelley told reporters he had sub- 
mitted a statement to John P. 
Frey, president of the Federation 
Metal Trades Department and 
chairman of the negotiations, say- 
ing that before the strike there 
was no demand for increased wages 
or a change in working conditions, 
and that the Post- Intelligencer 
wages were the best in Seattle. 

Among the contentions which 
Kelley said he had submitted to 
Frey were: 

(1) That 26 of 82 editorial em- 
ployes struck Aug. 13 to compel 
reinstatement of two men. 

(2) That the Post-Intelligencer 
plant was closed as a result, 

(3) That there was no issue be- 
fore the Federation Courtcil except 
the termination of the “ill-advised” 
strike; that members of six print- 
ing trades unions in the plant were

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BANKER TELLS WHY 
He BOLTED ROOSEVELT 


W. L. Hemingway’s Greatest 
Objection. Is to. Attempted 
Change in Government. 


W. L. Hemingway, president of 
the Mercantile-Commerce Bank & 
Trust Co., told the Post-Dispatch 
today that although he was a life- 
long Democrat and had Voted for 
President Roosevelt in 1932, he 
would cast his vote next month for 


Gov. Landon. 

In a written statement of his 
political views, Hemingway sum- 
marized his objections to President 
Roosevelt's re-election, and his rea- 
sons for favoring Gov. Landon’s 
candidacy. The statement follows: 

“I am a Democrat. I was reared 
in a Democratic community and 
was taught that the Jeffersonian 
principles of government are best 
for our people. I voted for Mr. 
Roosevelt in 1932. But I am op- 
posed to his re-election because— 


“First: Although he flew by air- 
plane to Chicago in order the more 
quickly to announce his adherence 
100 per cent to the Democratic 
platform just adopted, within six 
months after his inauguration he 
had repudiated it. 

“Second: Although opposed to 
bureaucracy, he caused to be set up 
the greatest number of bureaus we 
have ever had, and the placed in 
them the most incompetent and 
impractical group of men we have 
seen in Washington, for example, 

AAA, PWA, WPA, etc, 
Greatest Spender in History. 

“Third: Although committed to a 
program of economy, he has be- 
come the greatest spender in aill 
history. The cost of his wasteful- 
ness will have to be borne by many 
succeeding generations, and when 
the emergencies of their days come 
the difficulties of meeting them will 
be thereby multiplied. If allowed 
to continue, however, a collapse 
may occur ‘that will relieve our 
children and grandchildren of the 
debt problem. 

“Fourth: My greatest objection to 
the re-election of Mr. Roosevelt is 
based on his apparent intention to 
mold the form of our government 
into a new shape, not by an amend- 
ment to the Constitution, which 
would be the legal way, but by the 
enactment of laws and their con- 
struction by a Supreme Court chos- 
en for that purpose. It seems to 
me that the honorable way to bring 
about any desired changes in our 
fundamental law would be to pro- 
pose an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion which would be so plain in its 
purpose that all could understand, 
and to state the reasons for such a 
change. Studies, arguments and de- 
bates would follow, and the people 
would have time to consider the 
question carefully, and when the 
vote was taken the decision would 
be the deliberate choice of the peo- 
ple, as it should be. 

Landon Stands for Progress. 

“T am for Gov. Landon because: 

“First: ‘He stands for progress 
and improvement within our accept- 
ed philosophy of government. He 
has already stated that if measures 
he sponsors cannot be carried out 
under the Constitution, he would 
propose an amendment to it. 

“Second: While he is a liberal in 
his views, he is practical and will 
not encourage or permit the specta- 
cle of bureaucratic extravagance. 

“Third: I think he will cause to 
be adopted fiscal policies that will 
at least afford us an opportunity to 
work back gradually to the firm, 
solid ground of living within our in- 
come, which has always heretofore 
been the foundation stone of every 
administration, whether Democrat 
or Republican. 

“And fourth: He typifies the 
homely virtues upon which depends 
the continuation of our ideals of 
tolerance, fairness and opportunity 
for the individual.” 

Lee Meriwether’s Attitude. 

Lee Meriwether, attorney, a Dem- 
ocrat who voted for Roosevelt four 
years ago, was an early supporter 
of Gov. Landon, Meriwether, a can- 
didate for Mayor of St. Louis in 
1901 on a public ownership of utili- 
ties ticket, once sought the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Congress in 
the Twelfth District and during the 
World War he was a special assist- 
ant to the United States Ambassga-

The in- 
vestigation developed that some of 
Hackmann’s subordinates “had con-

but he denied having solicited such 
contributions.

He 
was Republican candidate in. 1934 
for one of the seats on the Jackson 
County Court, or administrative 
board.. | 

Attorney-General. 

Roy McKittrick of Salisbury, At- 
torney-General, is running for a 
second term, on the Democratic 
ticket. He is 48 years old, and was 
Prosecuting Attorney of Chariton 
County, and later State Senator, re- 
signing from the Senate when he 
was nominated for his present of- 
fice in 1932. 

Attorney-General McKittrick an- 
nounced, in the summer of 1934, 
that, despite NRA code arrange- 
ments, he would prosecute, under

Though pressure was brought to 
bear on him to “go along” with this 
program, the Attorney-General at- 
tacked in court the allowance made 
for attorneys’ fees in the case, to 
three Kansas City lawyers, and 
filed suit. to recover a $29,000 fee 
paid to a fourth lawyer. The matter 
is still pending in court. 


McKittrick attacked the practice 
of laundry companies in charging 
customers for insurance on gar- 
ments, and caused the discontinu- 
ance of the practice by threat of 
ouster proceedings. He filed ouster 
proceedings against moving picture 
distributing companies, as _ the 
State’s minor part of the legal at- 
tack made in behalf of St. Louis 
exhibitors on the practices of the 
Hollywood magnates. The major 
prosecution of this case was by the 
Federal Government. He filed quo 
warranto proceedings against the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat, charging 
that a cartoon contest held by that 
newspaper violated the lottery laws. 
This case is still pending. 


The action taken by Attorney- 
General McKittrick, in preventing 
the insurance code printing raid 
on the State Treasury, has been 
told previously, in relating the ac- 


tion of Secretary of State Brown 


in the same case. 

McKittrick opposed the passage 
of a bill, introduced in the State 
Senate at the 1935 legislative ses- 
sion, which would have added $1200 
a year to his salary, and would 
similarly. have increased the com- 
pensation of the Governor and the 
State Game and Fish Commission- 
er, for serving on the State Park 
Board. «Later in 1935, McKittrick 
requested the calling of a special 
legislative session to meet old-age 
pension fund requirements and con- 
sider amendments to the pension 
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law. This action was not taken by 
Gov. Park. 


Republican Nominee. 

J. Grant Frye of Cape Girardeau 
is Republican nominee for Attor- 
ney-General. He is 39 years old, a 
native of Stoddard County, was ed- 
ucated in Southeast ‘Teachers’ Col- 
lege and the University of Missouri, 
and has practiced law in Cape Gi- 
rardeau since 1925. 

In the World War, Frye served 
overseas as a private, and was 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Cross, the Croix de Guerre and the 
Navy Cross. He has been active in 
American Legion affairs, and is a 
past state comander of the Legion. 
He has spoken throughout the state 
in support of national legislation 
for universal conscription of man 
power and wealth in the event of 
another war. He has addressed stu- 
dent audiences on “The Unromantic 
Side of War.” He served a term 
as Prosecuting Attorney of Cape 
Girardeau County, and in 1932 
sought the Republican nomination 
for Lieutenant-Governor. Later in 
the 1932 campaign, he was director 
of organization for the Republican 
State Committee. ' He is secretary 
of the Bar Committee of the Twen- 
ty-eighth Judicial Circuit. 


Supreme Court, Division One. 


Judge Ernest 8S. Gantt of the Su- 
preme Court, who is completing a 
10-year term, is the Democratic 
nominee for a second term in Divi, 
sion 1 of the court.. In the August 
primary, he was opposed by Law- 
rence McDaniel of St. Louis. The 
Pendergast machine in Kansas City 
actively supported Judge Gantt, but 
Congressman Joseph B. Shannon, 
breaking with the machine, sup- 
ported McDaniel. 

This contest was the chief ele- 
ment of bitterness in the Kansas 
City primary, which was marked 
by violence and has been followed 
by many charges of fraud. The 
first to charge fraud were Shan- 
non and Sheriff Tom Bash‘of Jack- 
son County. 

Since the primary, the charge of 
fraud in the Kansas City primary 
has been pressed by Republican 
speakers. One of these, D. M. Proc- 
tor of Kansas City, has cited the 
Jackson County vote, which gave 
Gantt a majority of 117,058 over 
McDaniel, in comparison with the 
total vote of the State, in which 
Gantt’s majority was only 102,919; 
this to show that McDaniel, reach- 
ing Jackson County with a major- 
ity of more than 14,000 rolled up 
in the rest of the State, was de- 
prived of the nomination by the 
violent tactics of the Kansas City 
machine, 

Judge Gantt is 69 years old, and 
practiced law in Mexico, Audrain 
County, from 1892 until his appoint- 
ment to a.circuit judgeship by Gov. 
Major in 1916. He was elected to 
the judgeship in the same year, and 
again in 1922, and resigned to be- 
come a member of the Supreme 
Court. . 


In a vote of the State Bar Asso- 
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Gantt was indorsed Sy a vote of 
1224 to 647 for McDaniel. 
Fought Pendergast Rule. 

Charles C. Madison, Republican 
nominee for the Supreme Court, 
Division 1, is a veteran Republican 
leader of Kansas City. In the Au- 
gust primary, in machine-controlled 
wards of Kansas City, he was cred- 
ited with getting only a few votes, 
most of the Republican votes being 
credited to his opponent, Lieutellus 
Cunningham of Jefferson City. 
Proctor, in his speeches attacking 
the Pendergast machine, pointed to 
the Second Ward primary returns, 
showing 2201 votes for Cunningham 
to 11 for Madison, as having been 
falsified, because of Madison’s long 
opposition to Pendergast rule. 

Madison was named United 
States District Attorney for the 


‘|Western Missouri district by Presi- 


‘dent Harding, in 1921. Senator 
Selden P. Spencer favoged Merrill 
Otis, now a Federal Judge, for this 
appointment, but was induced to 
withdraw his oppositon to Madi- 
son, who was confirmed. Presi- 
dent Coolidge was urged to reap- 
point Madison, but appointed Ros- 
coe C. Patterson in 1925. 

Madison was an unsuccessful 
candidate for a Supreme Court 
nomination in 1932. In the State 
Bar Association’s poll before this 
year’s primary, Cunningham re- 
ceived 976 votes and Madison 769. 


Supreme \Court, Division Two. 


Supreme Judge John Caskie Col- 
let is the Democratic nominee for 
the Supreme Court, Division 2, to 
fill the unexpired part of the 10-year 
term for which John T. Fitzsim- 
mons of St. Louis was elected in 
1934. Judge Fitzsimmons died 
shortly after the election. The first 
appointee to this position was Wal- 
ter D. Coles of St. Louis, and after 
his resignation, Judge Park ap- 
pointed Judge. Collet, Sept. 2, 1935. 
The present election is for an eight- 
year term. 

Judge Collet is 38 years old, and 
served as private secretary to Con- 
gressman W. W. Rucker in Wash- 
ington, and in the United States 
Army Air Corps in the war, before 
being admitted to the bar in 1921 
in his home town of Salisbury. He 
was. city attorney of Salisbury, 
Prosecuting Attorney of Chariton 
County, and assistant counsel for 
the State mae = Commission, up 
to April, 1933, when Gov. Park ap- 
pointed him chairman of the State 
Public Service Commission. He 
served in that position until ap- 
pointed to the Supreme Court. 

Conway Elder of St. Louis, Re- 
publican nominee for the Supreme 
Court, Division No. 2, is 55 years 
old, and is a former member of the 
Supreme Court, having been elected 
in 1920 to fill a two-year unexpired 
term. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1905, and in 1914 and again in 
1918, was elected to the State Sen- 
ate. He resigned from the Senate 
in hig second term, to run for the 
Supreme Court. 

Since his service on the bench, 
Judge Elder has served by appoint- 
ment of the Federal and State 
courts as referee, receivers’ coun- 
sel and special master. In ‘1924, he 
was appointed by the United States 
Supreme Court as special commis- 
sioner in a boundary dispute be- 
tween the states of Michigan and 
Wisconsin. He is chairman of the 
executive committee of the Law- 
yers’ Association of the Eighth (St. 
Louis) Judicia] Circuit. 

Judge E. J. McCullen. 

Judge Edward J. McCullen of the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals is Dem- 
ocratic nominee for a 12-year term 
on the bench of that court. He wag 
elected to the court four years ago 
to fill out a four-year unexpired 
term. He is 60 years old and lives 
in Overland, St. Louis County. He 
was admitted to the har in 1910, 
Served as Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney, and was at different times vice- 
president of the American Bar As- 
sociation and president of the St 
Louis Bar Association. 

Since Judge McCullen became «

bench, that court has been more 
than usually in the public eye, 
through disbarment proceedings, re- 
sulting in suspension of three law- 
yers, and the Muench-Ware baby 
case.

John -W. Calhoun, former Circuit 
Judge, is Republican nominee for 
the Court.of Appeals. He is 51 years 
old, and was admitted to the bar in 
1907. In May, 1912, he was employed 
by the St. Louis Bar Association to 
establish a free legal aid bureau. 
When the city took over support of 
this activity, he was appointed its 
head, and served until he was elect- 
ed to the bench in 1916. He was re- 
elected in 1922 and 1928 for 6-year 
terms. In 1934 he was renominated, 
but was defeated with the rest of 
the Republican ticket. He won the 
Court of Appeals nomination in 
August over Otto O. Fickeissen.

Costs of $1757 Assessed Against

The cost of conducting the ouster 
suit last March against Dr. Edwin 
L. Sheahan, superintendent of St. 
Louis County Hospital, was 
$1757.95. From whom this money 
is to be collected, however, is an- 
other question, Chief Deputy Cir 
cuit Clerk Gilbert Misplay said to- 

day. 

The jury trying the case re- 
turned an ouster verdict against 
Dr. Sheahan and assessed costs 
against him, but the Supreme Court 
later issued a permanent writ of 
prohibition against execution of 
the verdict, which tied the hands 
of local officials.

This is a very different method, 
as the learned Justice also _ said, 
from that provided in the NRA 
codes, which were “delegation run- 
ning riot.” 

Now let us consider the power of 
the public purse and how it can 
be abused. 

The present administration has 
spent $25,000,000,000. Of this enor- 
mous sum, billions have been spent 
by the Chief Executive, practically 
at his own discretion. 

The present Chief Executive has 
had placed at his disposal eight 
times as much discretionary spend- 
ing power as was given to all of 
his predecessors together in 143 
years of our history. 


Incaiculable Power. 
The power that this has given to 


ithe Chief Executfve cannot be cal- 


culated, and’ he has not hesitated to 
use it. Nor has he hesitated to 
take the next step in’ tampering 
with the basic principles of democ- 
racy. 

The executive branch is now re- 
fusing to make public the salaries 
paid and the names on the payrolls 
under blank check appropriations, 
There is unmistakable evidence 
that these vast funds have n 
used to force Congressmen and 
ators to support administration 
measures. There is also unmistak- 
able evidence that they have been 
used to prevent criticism by offi- 
cials and representatives of local 
communities. There is unmistak- 
able evidence that these funds have 
been used in an attempt to prevent 
freedom of choice at the polis. 
Nothing can be more shameful than 
the way some of these Federal 
funds have been distributed. Spe- 
cial groups and special localities 
have been singled out solely for 
political reasons. 

Relief funds have been used in 
an attempt to force our less for- 
tunate fellow-citizens to vote for 
the return of this administration 
to power. 

Favoritism in Relief. 

Does this undermine our free- 
dom? I think so. We all know 
that under this administration the 
managers of relief have played fa- 
\vorites—they have developed two 
classes of relief, common and pre- 
ferred. 

Let us not forget that abuse of 
the Government's right to spend 
leads to abuse of the Government’s 
right to borrow. Abuse of the right 
to borrow is the first step to in- 
flation and is a direct threat to all 
those who by thrift have accumu- 
lated savings. 

An inherent part of Government’s 
power over the purse is the power 
to tax. When abused, it becomes 
the power to destroy. Many of the 
so-called revenue measures paseed 
under this administration were not 
designed to raise revenue. They 
were designed to force the non- 
conformer into line, to threaten 
him with destructive and punitive 
taxation. They were an attempt 
to accomplish indirectly by taxation 
what could not be accomplished di- 
rectly under the Constitution. 

Abuse of Investigation. 

The powers I have been discuss- 
ing are for the most part clearly 
defined by the Constitution or de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court. But 
there

congressional power of investiga- 
tion. But even if the letter of the 
law is not clear, the spirit of the 
Constitution is unmistakable. No

mittee that is indulging in a fish- 
ing expedition into the private af- 
fairs of private citizens—a commit- 
tee that is out to get the crooks 
and a committee that is out to get 
the critics. 3 

In the last three and one-half 
years, congressional investigations 
have budded and blossomed in un- 
usually rank profusion. No soil of 
real or fancied wrongdoing is so 
poor that it will not sprout a full- 
fledged investigation. They are too 
often carried on in flagrant disre- 
gard of the rights of citizens. 

Witnesses have been brought be- 
fore investigating committees and 
treated as criminals at the bar of 
justice. But with this difference: 
Their rights have not been respect- 
ed as in our courts of law. For 
many of these investigating com- 
mittees have acted as prosecuting 
attorney, jury and judge combined. 
The sentence they. pass has too fre- 
quently been a reputation unjustly 
smeared before the public. Is this 
an undermining of our freedom? 
You know it is. It is a direct vio- 
lation of the spirit of the Bill of 
Rights, 

Private Letters Seized. 

One congressional investigaticn, 
charaeterized as a fishing expedi- 
tion, openly and flagrantly violated 
the constitutional restriction against 
unreasonable search and _ seizure. 
Great masses of private correspond- 
ence were taken. Reports state that 
the papers seized have been used for 
purposes having no connection with 
the alleged subject matter of the 
investigation. 

And recently a congressional in- 
vestigation has been carried on for 
what seems to be purely political 
ends. In this case the thinly veiled 
purpose apparently was to discredit 
a political movement which the con- 
trolling party wished to crush. 

It is obvious that all investiga- 
tions are not an abuse of the power 
of government, 

Congress does have great and 
wise powers of investigation. 

But the existence of the power is 
no justification for its abuse. And 
abuse of it is céntrary to the spirit 
of the Bill of Rights, even if it does 
not transgress the letter of the law. 

We must look to the spirit of the 
Constitution if it is to fulfill its 
great purpose in protecting this peo- 
ple. We must look to the leader- 
ship and responsibility of Congress 
to see that this spirit remains a 
living force. 

Administration and Constitution. 

In the last three and one-half 
years, this administration has led 
us far from the spirit of our Con- 
stitution. It has led us far from the 
principles of the American form of 
government. That this has been de- 
liberate there can be no doubt. 

‘A trusted official and close ad- 
yviser of the Chief Executive has ex- 
pressed in precise terms the proc- 
esses this administration is follow- 
ing. He used ‘these’ words: “We be- 
gin with small unnoted changes and 
end by not being able to resist vast 
and spectacular ones—at which 
time our systems of theory tumble 
unwept into the grave.” We have 
every reason to. believe that this ad- 
ministration would consider a re- 
turn to power an indorsement of its 
policies. If we are to preserve our 
American form of government, this 
administration must be defeated. 

Our only safety is to return to 
our Constitution. For our Consti- 
tution was the product of long ex- 
perience in the practice of govern- 
ment. It reflects centuries of striv- 
ing and of suffering by a people 
determined to be free. 

When Washington. first took his 
oath of office, the colony of Vir- 
ginia already had 182 years of his- 
tory, and the colony of Massachu-

our government now it, under our

Origin of Bill of Rights. 


Yet even these men with all their 
personal knowledge. of tyranny and 
its methods,*with all their love for 
freedom, with all their experience 
in practical legislation, were unable 
to frame a document satisfactory 
to the people. In spite of all the 
safeguards against tyranny which 
they inserted in the body of the 
Constitution, the people of the 13 
original states were not satisfied. 
More safeguards were. demanded. 

These additional safeguards are 
éontained in the first 10 amend- 
ments which are commonly called 
the Bill of Rights. They guarantee 


to the individual freedom of —2* 


freedom of the press, freedom o 
religion, freedom from unlawful 
search and seizure. They guaran- 


tee the right to a trial by jury. 


And last, but Ly no means least, 
they reserve to the people and to 


the states, all powers not specifical- |. 
_}ly granted to the Federal Govern- 


ment. 

The authors of our Constitution 
spoke of and for the people. They 
were not a up of unschooled ex- 
perimenters. They were not anx- 
ious to break away from tradition. 
They were not anxious to set up, as 
President Roosevelt boasts he has, 
new instruments of public power 
that could be used to shackle the 
liberties of the people and enslave 
the public. 

Their anxiety was for the — 
and only for the people! 

No Tampering With Freedom. 

If we would maintain our nation, 
if we would keep it free, if we 
would set an example before the 
world of tolerance and peace, we 
must brook no tampering with our 
freedom. 

Let us never forget what free- 
dom means. Let us, never forget 
that without freedom there can be 
no security. Let us never forget 
the high purpose in which this na- 
tion was founded and for which 
we still must strive. Let us remem- 
ber there is a larger Americanism 
than the little blueprints of a 
planned economy, than the disci- 
plined citizenry which this admin- 
istration would like to foist upon 
us. , 

Its foundation is just government 
—a government that does not 
abuse its powers at the expense of 
the liberty and independence of the 
citizen. This larger Americanism 
was described by a great and fear- 
less President, Theodore Roosevelt. 
Let me cloes by reading what he 
had to say: 

“The larger Americanism de- 
mands that we refuse to be sun- 
dered from one another along lines 
of class or creed or section or na- 
tional origin; that we judge each 
American on his merits as a man; 
that we work for the well-being of 
our bodily selves, but also for the 
well-being of our spiritual selves; 
that wé consider safety, but that 
we put honor and duty ahead of 
safety. Only thus shall we stand 
erect before the world, high of 
heart, master of our own souls, fit 
to be the fathers of a race of free 
men who shall make and who shall 
keep this land all that it seemed to 
the prophetic vision of the mighty 
men who founded it and the 
mighty men who saved it.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—John W. 


Davis, Democratic nominee for) 
President in 1924, said last night in 


his first speech of the campaign |. 


that the record of the Roosevelt 


administration “presents the most 
callous disregard of party princi- 
ples, platform promises and per- 
sonal pledges in all the history of 
American politics.” 

He did not mention the name of 
Gov. Alfred M. Landon, the Repub- 
lican presidential nominee, but said 
the only course open to “a Demo- 
crat who still holds to the creed of 
Democratic liberalism” is to “stand 
up, speak up, and on election day 
take his judgment and his con- 
science with him into the polling 
place and make his protest good.” 

Speaking over a nation-wide 
hookup under the auspices of the 
National Jeffersonian Democrats, 
Davis said it was impossible to 
reconcile occurrences under the 
New Deal with any “platform the 
Democratic party has ever adopted” 
or “with any previous conception 
of the American system of Govern- 
ment.”

ROSS BEGINS 
TRAINING; RISKS 
TITLE NOV, 27

CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—Barney Ross, 
welterweight champion of the world, 
today started hunting for chins to 


punch. 

Back from 17 days of roughing it 
in the Wisconsin woods, the 147- 
pound titleholder opened a training 
campaign preparatory to the first 
defense of his championship since 
he dethroned Jimmy McLarnin for 
the second time more than a year 
ago. He has signed to meet the 
winner of the Izzy Jannazzo-Cefer- 
ino Garcia bout slated for New 
York Oct. 30. 

The title contest is set for Madi- 
son Square Garden, Nov 27. 

The black-haired champion plans 
a busy winter season in America. 
Since the collapse of negotiations 
for a bout with Jack Carroll, Aus- 
tralian challenger, originally sched- 
uled for Sidney on Dec, 8, Charles 
Lucas, the Australian promoter, still 
is burning up the cables trying to 
reopen negotiations, but Sam Pian, 
co-manager of Ross, said he would 
give no further consideration to 
the Australian venture, so long as 
opponents are available in this 
country. 

“We are getting Ross ready for 
the championship bout in New York 
next month,” Pian said today. “We 
intend to have him box just as often 
as opponents show up. After meet- 
ing the winner of the Janazzo-Gar- 
cia affair, there is McLarnin in 
sight as a. possible opponent, and 
also Lou Ambers. Ross is spoiling 
for a fight and chafing under the 
inactivity. He wants action and is 
ready for it.” 

The welterweight division will get 
new vitality as a result of Ross’ 
decision to box frequently. 

Failure of the Australian bout to 
materialize cost Ross $52,000 in 
guarantees. The Australian pro- 
moter, insisting to the last, before 
negotiations were called off, that he 
could raise the money, objected to 
posting it in advance in Chicago, as 
the contract provided. 

Ross appeared to be in marvel- 
ous physical condition and high 
spirits as a result of roughing it in 
the invigorating outdoors of the 
Wisconsin woodlands. His face was 
tanned to an Indian brown, and his 
trim-lean body did not carry more 
than four or five pounds of excess 
weight, which will melt off with 
the first few days of training.

VER since Sam Breadon 
Fi announced that he would trade 

“even Dizzy Dean” if such a 
transaction would strengthen the 
Cardinals for the 1937 pennant 
race, the followers of baseball 
have been mulling over the possi- 
bility of a‘ deal and wondering 
just where pitching talent could 
be obtained to make,up for the 
loss of Jerome Herman and his 
box office color. 

Persons who know Sam Brea- 
don no longer consider a Dizzy 
Dean trade as a’ remote possi- 
bility. Sam has the courage of 
his convictions, He has traded 
some great baseball heroes in his 
day. He sent Rogers Hornsby to 
the Giants shortly after the Ra- 
jah had iea the Cardinals to the 
city’s first pennant in 38 years. 
There was a storm of protest, but 
the fans didn’t go through with 
their threats to boycott the Card- 
inals. Frankie Frisch made Brea- 
don’s judgment look good and 
while the Redbirds were nosed 
out in 1927, largely because of 
accidents, the team won the pen- 
nant again in 1928 and that sea- 
son was the best the Cardinals 
ever had at the box office. . 

That was enough to convince 
Breadon that winning was more 
important than fan sentiment. He 
subsequently parted with other 
popular favorites, Taylor Douthit, 
Bill Sherdel, Jim Bottomley, Bob 
O’Farrell, Chick Hafey, Tommy 
Thevenow and others were sold or 
traded and the fans continued to 
patronize the Cardinals. 

Breadon won't be afraid that 
the sale of Dizzy might antagon- 
ize the public. His only considera- 
tion will be the playing strength 
the other club has to offer and 
the annual rumors that Dizzy is to 
be traded are much stronger now 
than they ever were before.

HERE aren’t many clubs with

HE possible trade _ territory, 

therefore, seems to narrow 
down to Chicago and New York. 
And if they refuse to part with 
the playing strength—including 
pitching replacements—that the 
Cardinals will demand, then Dizzy 
probably will serve another year 
in the uniform in which he gained 
his fame. 


A frequent question put to 
baseball observers during the 1936 
season, concerned Dizzy’s pro- 
gressive record. Fans and writ- 
ers in other cities wanted to 
know if there was any evidence 
of weakening in the great Dizzy 
Dean arm. It was pointed out 
that he won more games in 1934 
than he did in 1935 and more in 
1935 than he did in 1936. That 
was not a statistical fact con- 
stituting a great surprise, or 
proving that Dizzy was slipping. 
It was predicted after the 1934 
season that Jerome Herman prob- 
ably would find the road rougher 
in 1935. That was to be ex- 
pected. Teams tried harder to 
beat him in 1935 than they did 
in 1934. Nobody gave him any- 
thing in 1934, but everybody likes 
to beat a champion and Dizzy, 
after 1934, was the pitcher of 
pitchers. Opposing hurlers 
longed for the glory that would 
be theirs if they could take Diz- 
zy’s measure. Managers saw to 
it that their best pitchers faced 
him. Batters valued hits off 
Dizzy more than an ordinary base 
hit. 


The Record Is Still Good. 


LL this made it tougher for 

Dizzy. But he still was able 
to win 28 while losing only 12 
in 1935 and during the 1936 sea- 
son he racked up 24 victories, 
suffering 13 defeats.: There were 
other factors entering into the 
statistical record. The club was 
much weaker this year than dur- 
ing 1934 or 1935. 

Then it must be remembered 
that Dizzy is a human being. The 
hungry dog runs faster than the 
pampered one. Dizzy was fight- 
ing for a bank roll in 1934. He 
was better fixed financially last 
year than he ever had expected 
to be. He was established. He 
didn't do any loafing, but there 
were games in which he probably 
did not put quite as much on ev- 
ery pitch as he did during his 
earlier years. Frequently he 
experimented, whereas in 1934, 
when an emergency arose, he 
turned to his best asset, depending 
on the hitter and fogged the 
curve or fast ball through the 
strike zone. 

Naturally this writer ho;::s that 
Dizzy remains with the Cardi- 
nals. You frequently work far 
into the night, pursuing rumors 
and sitting in on rows, when 
you're covering the Cardinals and 
Dizzy Dean. But it’s worth it, 
Without Dizzy the Cardinals will 
not be so colorful, or so easy to 
watch.

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5 KILLED IN TAXICAB 
ACCIDENTS SINCE FEB. 1 


Insurance’ Held Up From: June 
5 by Court, But Some 
Firms Are Bonded. 


With 381 taxicabs at present 
licensed to operate in St. Louis, fig- 
ures compiled today in the Street 
Department showed that 188 acci- 
dents, with injuries to 157 persons, 
and with five fatalities, have oc- 
curred in taxicab operation since 


Feb. 1. 

A division of the figures between 
white and Negro taxicab concerns, 
made in the Street Department re- 


port, shows: 

White companies, 341 cabs owned, 
269 inspected and licensed; since 
Feb. 1, 68 accidents, 46 persons in- 
jured, one fatality, 11 drivers ar- 
rested for speeding. 

Negro companies, 118 cabs owned, 
112 inspected and licensed; since 
Feb. 1, 120 accidents, 111 injured, 
four fatalities, nine drivers arrested 
for speeding. 

Of the Negro cabs figuring in 
fatalities, two were thosé of the 
Careful Cab Co., largest of the Ne- 
gro concerns, with 35 cabs in ser- 
vice, and two belonged to the Calu- 
met Cab Co., having 14 cabs. Of 
the 111 survivers of accidents with 
Negro cabs, 36 were injured by the 
Careful Co. an 20 by the Calumet,

concerns have been without liabil- 
ity insurance, for protection of per- 
sons injured by them, since the is-

Blue Jay Taxi Co., five cabs; Cen- 
tral Cab Co., 17, and DeLuxe Taxi 
Club, 11, are listed, as having no lia- 
bility insurance. 


Bonded and Unbonded Firms. 

Of white taxicab companies, the 
Mound City (Yellow) Cab Co., with 
125 cabs licensed, has all its cabs 
under bond. The J. A. McFall & 
Son Auto Livery Co., with 10 cabs 
licensed, has all gnder bond. Com- 
panies listed as having no insurance 
or bond on their cabs are: Baden 


Taxicab Co., one cab; Loop Taxicab 
Co:, one; Ray’s Service, two; and 
Sparky Livery Co., two. 

The Taxi Owners’ Association, 
operating 117 Black and White 
cabs, offered bonds which were not 
acceptable to the Board of Public 
Service, and obtained from Judge 
Joynt in August a restraining or- 
der, under which it has been op- 
erating. The St. Louis Auto Liv- 
ery, with 11 cabs, also got a re- 
straining order. The effect of the 
series of court orders has been to 
make it optional with the cab com- 
panies whether they should carry 
liability insurance.

THE FOUR PROPOSITIONS. | 
Missouri-voters, in addition to selecting State and 
local officers and joining in the choosing of a Presi- 
dent, will pass judgment on four proposals to amend 
their State Constitution, Nov. 3. It is the belief 
of the Post-Dispatch that’ each of the proposed 
amendments is worthy of adoption. . 
Proposition No. 4, to take up the most-discussed 
one first, has for its goal the removal of wildlife 
care and propagation from party politics. Under it, 


\the present politically filled Game and Fish Depart- 


ment would be exchanged for a bi-partisan commis- 
sion, charged with the selection of a professional 
conservationist as director of wildlife maintenance. 
The members of this commission would serve stag- 
gered terms, arranged so that no Governor could 
control its operations through the appointing power. 
' By adopting this amendment, Missouri will only do 
what many other states have done, to-wit: recognize 
that the conservation of wildlife resources should be 
administered by qualified meg, free from the dictates 
or persuasions of professional politicians. There is 
a particular reason why Missouri should follow the 
lead of states which have taken conservation out of 
politics.. This State needs to make fuller use of the 
natural facilities for wildlife development afforded 
by the wooded hills and the streams and rivers of. 
the Ozark upland. | 

Two of the propositions are enabling measures, one 
opening the way for#the payment of pensions to 


| school teachers by the State, cities or school districts; 


the other authorizing cities, towns and villages to pay 
pensions to firemen and their widows and children. 
There is no good reason why the State Constitution 
should stand in the way of such payments in either 
case. Approval of these propositions will not place 
pensions in effect. It will merely remove the barrier 
which now stands in the way of such benefits to 
elderly teachers and firemen’s widows in com- 
munities which favor compensation for them. 

We indorsed the proposal to increase the pay of 
legislators two years ago; nothing has happened 
meanwhile to call for a change of opinion. The pay 
of the State’s lawmakers was fixed 59 years ago at 
$5 a day for the first 70 days of a regular session 
and $1 a day for each thereafter. Obviously, this 
compensation is not commensurate with the important 
work which the Legislature does or should perform. 
One result of this underpayment has been the resort 
to subterfuge to increase pay; the legislative clerk 
scandal is still fresh in the public mind. Another 
has been the incentive to hasty action; members do 
not want to serve at the $l-a-day rate and. so do 
much of their work in a slipshod fashion. In this 
latter connection, previous rolls have been used in 
voting—a procedure which should have no place in a 
deliberative body of lawmakers worthy of the name. 

Two years ago, the plan was to set the pay of legis- 
lators at not more than $1000 a year, which would 
have meant a maximum of $2000 for a two-year term 
for State Representatives and a maximum of $4000 
for a four-year term for. State Senators. This year, 
the proposal is for-a monthly salary of $125 and 
traveling expenses. Neither would guarantee a higher 
type of legislator or an improvement in the character 
of the legislative work. But either would indicate 
that the people of Missouri are alive to the necessity 
for both. This proposition is a step in the right 
direction. 

Lack of interest in these proposals may cause their 
defeat. Their proponents should redouble their ef- 
forts between now and election day. Vote “Yes” on 
each of the amendments. .

The story of Helen Keller, whose brilliant mind 
rose above the handicaps of blindness and deaf-mut- 
ism; is a familiar and ever-inspiring one. Less known 
is that of her teacher, Mrs. Anne Sullivan Macy, who 
by infinite patience and skill and persistence enabled 
her to overcome those handicaps. Mrs. Macy’s death

in New York yesterday, at 70, ended an intimate as- 
sociation of 50 years between teacher and pupil. 

Mrs. Macy’s story also is one of triumphs over tre- 
mendous odds. Born into abject poverty, nearly 
blind from trachoma, much of her childhood was 
spent in a wretched almshouse. She was rescued even- 
tually, and trained in a Boston institution. for the 
blind. In 1886 came a despairing call from the par- 
ents of a 7-year-old girl at Tuscumbia, Ala., who had 
lost sight and hearing at the age of 19 months. Anne 
Sullivan undertook the task of freeing the little say- 
age that was Helen Keller from her prison of dark- 
ness and silence. Her patience won, and at last she 
could write: “A miracle has happened! The light 
of understanding has shone upon my pupil’s mind, 
and behold, all things are changed!” “Teacher” was 
Helen Keller’s devoted companion thereafter, through 
college, through tours abroad, through her remark- 
able pupil’g useful career that she had made pos- 
sible. 

As told in a biography by Nella Braddy, published 
in 1933, Mrs. Macy’s story is a moving epic of human 
achievement. Modestly, she always sought to give 
full credit to Miss Keller and minimize her own part. 
Nevertheless, her place is secure among the great 
women of all time.

It is a good sign that this year’s election totals 
promise to reach record figures. A large demonstra- 
tion of public opinion is a testimonial to democracy 
and offers a reassuring indication of widespread con- 
cern in the affairs of government. 
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BARRETT OR THE BOSS? 

Jesse W. Barrett, the Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor, continues to hammer away effectively on the 
one great issue of the State campaign—bossism. 

‘Mr. Barrett is justified in saying that this is no 
ordinary campaign of Democrats against Republicans. 
No further proof of this fact is needed than that Wil- 
liam Hirth, Missouri farm leader, who ran under 
the Democratic colors in the primary campaign, is 
now aligned with Barrett. Mr, Hirth saw that the 
issue of Pendergastism overshadowed all others in 
the State, and he acted on his convictions. 

One can have any views he pleases on the nation- 
al issues and yet agree with Mr. Barrett's description 
of the fight in Missouri: 

It is a battle of the State of Missouri against 
the crooked Kansas City machine. It is a strug- 
gle to remove the State capital from Kansas City, 
where it does not belong, and bring it back to 
Jefferson City, where it does belong, It is a fight 
for honest elections. It is a fight for free gov- 


ernment, a struggle to see that representative 
government does not perish from this State. 


It would be preposterous to say that the Pender- 
gast machine exists for the promotion of any prin- 
ciples of government. It exists for spoils. The issue 
is whether there shall be a continued spread of the 
machine’s power through the State or a definite check 
on its encroachments. 

There ought to be no hesitancy in crossing party 
lines on that question. 
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TRAEFIC SUGGESTION. 

We were discussing yesterday the advisability of 
increasing the speed limit on the new express high- 
way. Here is another suggestion: The Clayton ave- 
nue inlet to the highway for westbound traffic is 
closed for construction purposes. Every evening, there- 
fore, a stream of westbound traffic is diverted to 
Oakland avenue. Since the eastbound traffic is com- 
paratively light in the evening, why not throw open 
the Chouteau avenue entrance to the express high- 
way to westbound motorists? If that entrance is 
deemed too narrow for both eastbound and west- 
bound cars, the former could be detoured through 
Oakland. Certainly, if a detour is necessary, the heavy 
westbound traffic should be given the advantage 
over the comparatively sparse eastbound stream. 
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BUREAUCRACY AND UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Our great economic\problem is that of unemploy- 
ment. How can we put the people to work? It is 
clear, from our limited experience with NRA, AAA and 
similar measures of bureaucratic intervention in eco- 
nomic affairs, that such intervention raises prices and 
limits production. NRA did both, AAA did both. 

Now, we cannot put men to work by limiting pro- 
duction. 
more jobs. Nor can we put men to work by raising 
prices. The price asked determines what we can 
.buy. When prices are lowered, we can buy more, and 
consequently more goods are sold. When prices 
are raised, we can buy less, and less goods are sold. 
Suppose, for example, that $100 were added to the sell- 
ing price of every new automobile. Can anyone doubt 
that fewer automobiles would be sold? That employ- 
ment in automobile manufacturing and allied lines 
would decline? That men would be thrown out of 
work? That purchasing power would be reduced? 

Bureaucratic interference limits production, raises 
prices, lessens purchasing power and so contributes 
directly to unemployment. It likewise contributes in- 
directly to unemployment by imposing a crushing tax 
burden upon the people. These taxes are required to 
support the army of Government employes which 
bureaucracy creates. Hidden taxes are concealed in 
the price of everything we buy. They add to the 
price. As a result, people can buy less, less goods are 
consumed, fewer men are employed, there is less pur- 
chasing power. 

What does bureaucracy mean to the man on the 
street? It means higher taxes concealed in every- 
thing he buys. It means higher prices—prices raised 
by production control and again raised by higher 
taxes. It means an increased cost of living. It means 
less chance of a job. 
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FAST WORK.

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TAKE THE JUDGESHIPS OUT OF POLITICS. 
The St. Louis Bar Association’s judicial ticket 
doubtless will appear on the ballot in St. Louis, Nov. 

The Board of Election Commissioners has accept- 
ed the petition circulated by the association and 
signed by some 6000 voters. A hearing on objections 
filed by several Democtatic candidates, not on the 
list, will be held tomorrow. Since the names of in- 
dorsed candidates would appear on the ballot twice 
—in the regular party columns and on the special 
ticket—the Election Commissioners are wisely pre- 
paring specific instructions for voters who wish to 
support the Bar Association’s choices. 

It is no belittlement of this worthy effort ,to give 
laymen the benefit of the bar’s counsel,to say that 
the relatively poor showing of the originally indorsed 
candidates in the primary detracts greatly from its 
significance. The idea is good, but only three of the 
six candidates indorsed for the Circuit bench before 
the primary are on the ballot. To fill the places of 
indorsed candidates who were defeated, the Bar As- 
sociation had to add-the names of those who ran 
seventh, eighth and ninth in its poll.

very strong for liberty, political and eco- 

nomic. Both have abiding faith in Amer- 
ican institutions. But it is one thing to af- 
firm certain general principles and another 
thing actually to serve these principles in 
day-to-day decisions. And there remains a 
very substantial reason to question the can- 
didates about these day-to-day decisions. 

In Mr. Roosevelt’s case, we have seen the 
strange spectacle of Cordell Hull, the old lib- 
eral, becoming the hero of the Democratic 
party, next to Mr. Roosevelt himself. Mean- 
while, Prof. Tugwell, the arch-planner, is in 
seclusion. What does this portend? Does it 
mean that Mr. Roosevelt is beating his way 
back to historic principles of political and 
economic liberalism after an exciting dance 
with the planners, or is it a political tactic? 
Does Mr. Roosevelt have a hankering to re- 
new the dance after Nov. 3? . 

One way to give a satisfactory reply to this 
question would be to talk explicitly about 
NRA. That scheme to regiment all of Amer- 
ican industry and trade under Federal au- 
thority (and to farm out that authority to 
dominant interests in the code groups) has 

‘no place in the old liberal philosophy of the 

newly heroized Mr. Hull. Nor does it have 
any place in the program of individualism, 
free enterprise and anti-monopolism which 
the President proclaims, 

No one wishes to make a mare’s nest of 
the ill-conceived and ill-fated NRA. It is 
doubtful that Mr. Roosevelt would be able 
to persuade Congress again to enact such a 
law. It is certain that, if Congress again 
succumbed, the Supreme Court would in- 
validate the new law. All nine Justices 
stamped on the old NRA. 


But there is.a difference, of great practical 
importance to the people of this country, 
between an administration that is consist- 
ently serving those principles of historic lib- 
eralism which Mr, Roosevelt is now pro- 
claiming with such eloquence, and an admin- 
istration that remains secretly enamored of 
all sorts of schemes for Federal regulation of 
industry and agriculture, and is twisting and 
turning all*the time to wriggle through the 
Constitution and the courts. 

The question as to Mr. Roosevelt's true 
position on these matters is extremely per- 
tinent because, while Mr. Roosevelt is now 

before the country as an ardent 
champion of economic liberalism, he is not 
saying anything that explicitly removes him 
from the state of mind which caused him 
to talk about the horse-and-buggy era when 
the Supreme Court invalidated NRA. 

It has become equally necessary to test 
Mr. Landon’s devotion to the principles of 
historic liberalism, political and economic, by 
day-to-day attitudes and decisions. In discus- 
sion of general principles in such speeches 
as those at Portland and Detroit, Mr. Landon 
revealed an admirable conception of liberal 
ideas, But in such speeches as those at Des 

- Moines and Minneapolis, he faltered and 
failed calamitously in the presence of con- 
crete decisions as to whether to enforce lib- 
eral ideas or to yield to special groups which 

_ meek epécial favors at the expense of the

of Federal bounties on export crops, has 
quite obviously paralyzed many liberals who 
hoped that Mr. Landon would present a 
strong and” consistent alternative to Mr. 
Roosevelt's volatility of mind and purpose. 
For not only does this promise of Federal 
bounties on export crops exceed anything 
that Mr. Roosevelt has done in bidding for 
the farmers’ votes with public money. It 
also would start the nation upon a path 
which would lead surely to that very Federal 
control over agricultural production which 
is one of the counts in Mr. Landon’s indict- 
ment of Mr. Roosevelt's policies. Coupled 
with the Hawley-Smootism of Mr. Landon’s 
Minneapolis speech, it is a plain repudiation 
in concrete of the principles affirmed in gen- 
eral by Mr. Landon. 

More, these speeches unhorse Mr. Landon 
in the second big fight, which is against Mr. 
Roosevelt’s wastefulness and unbalanced 
budget. How can it be argued that ex- 
travagance will be stopped and the budget 
put into balance with no resort to further 
onerous taxes if, to capture farmers’ votes, 
another scheme of uncontrolled subsidies is 
adopted at a cost which, according to some 
estimates, may run to two billions a year?

This question will be asked: What about 
it? The choice is between Roosevelt and 
Landon. Each of them is professing deep de- 
votion to liberal principles, and one of them 
once yielded to alluring ideas of authoritari- 
an government and still does not explicity 
disavow these ideas, while the other is pro- 
posing a policy which would lead straight to 
the necessity of authoritarian control over 
the greatest agriculture in the world. What 
about it? The choice is between these men. 

That is true enough, and the individual 
voter must make his choice. But to those 


individual voters who believe in true lib- 


eralism, political and economic, it is of great 
importance that the excitement of this cam- 
paign shall not be allowed to obscure prin- 
ciples, It is of great importance that prin- 
ciples be kept in mind and departures from 
principles, for only by eternally hammering 
away at principles can a public opinion be 
created in this country that will sober and 
temper the next administration, whether it is 
Democratic or Republican. 

Only in that manner can Mr. Roosevelt's 
vglatility be restrained—that volatility which

If the Ameri- 
can political system is to work, 
the opposite party must constitute 
the opposition.

There are two ways in which re- 
sponsible government can be re- 
stored by this election. One is by 
the election of Gov. Landon. Since 

e can never have undisputed par- 
tisan control of both Houses of 
Congress, he must govern by coali- 
tion and must face continually an 
alert and strong opposition. With 
the Senate overwhelmingly Demo- 
cratic and progressive, he could not, 
if he wanted to, conduct a reac- 
tionary partisan Republican admin- 
istration. His election would, there- 
fore, make it certain that the 
checks and balances will be re- 
stored and that representative gov- 
ernment will replace mere major- 
ity rule under personal leadership. 
This is the straightforward and de- 
cisive way. 

The other way in. which personal 
rule can be checked is by increasing 
the Republican representation in 
the House so substantially that the 
whole Congress will recognize that 
the people expect it to check and 
to balance Mr. Roosevelt. There 
are plenty of men in Congress who 
are disposed to do just that. In 
fact, the Democratic leaders as a 
body would be disposed to do it. 
But they will not find it easy to 
do it unless they know that public 
opinion is behind them. So these 
men, though they support Mf. 
Roosevelt as party men, anust hope 
that he will be re-elected by no 
more than a very narrow margin. 

. ~ * 

For nothing could be worse for 
Mr. Roosevelt, or for the Demo- 
cratic party, or for the country, 
than another Democratic land- 
slide. For Mr. Roosevelt, it would 
be the kind of personal triumph 
which in human nature generally, 
and in his nature peculiarly, does 
not make for judgment and mag- 
nanimity. For the Democratic par- 
ty, a landslide would give a great 
impe®us to its transformation from 
a national to a sectional and class 
organization. And for the country, 
it would mean that instead of a 
responsible opposition in Washing- 
ton which voiced the grievances of 
the minority, there would be an ir- 
responsible opposition devoted to 
mere agitation. 

The kind of thing represented by 
the Liberty League on the one 
hand, the Lemke party on the oth- 
er, is bound to appear when there 
is lacking in Washington an effec- 
tive and orderly opposition. 

So, while there may be honest 
differences as to whether to vote 
for Landon or Roosevelt, the one 
thing that ought not to be left in 
doubt after the election is that the 
people want representative govern- 
ment restored and personal govern- 
ment ended.

CLARK AGGUSES 
REED OF TURNING. 
ON OLD FRIENDS 


Reminds Ex-Senator Some 
of Roosevelt Supporters 
He Complains of. Are 
Own Former Allies. 


REPLIES TO SPEECH 
IN SAME HALL 


Declares Charge of Com- 
munism Against New 
Deal Is ‘Smoke Screen to 
Becloud the Issue.’ 


It took United States Senator 
Bennett Champ Clark about the 
same length of time to paint a word 


picture of President Roosevelt with 
a background of American flags 
last night as former Senator James 
A. Reed required to do the portrait 
against a setting of red flags bear- 
ing the Russian hammer and sickle 
the night before. 

The audience at Concordia Turn- 
er Hall last night was about the 
same size as when Reed spoke 
there, as it has seats and standihg 
room for about 1500. The 1500 
came to the Reed meeting, held 
by the National Jeffersonian Dem- 
ocrats, because they were anti- 
Roosevelt. The 1500 came to the 
Democratic meeting last night be- 
cause they were for Roosevelt. 
There was no heckling at either 
meeting and the crowds that gath- 
ered around the speakers’ after 
their respective appearances includ- 
ed no converts to express gratitude 
for having been saved from making 
a tragic mistake Nov. 3. 

Mayor Dickmann, who introduced 
Senator Clark and charged Landon 
with being a prohibitionist, spoke 
a little longer than at previous cam- 
paign meetings because he added 
two* passages to his speech. One 
charged that the industrial division 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee had sent to St. Louis em- 
ployers slips to be placed in pay 
envelopes to “coerce” workers to 
vote for Landon. He did not say 
whether any concerns had dis- 
tributed them. The other asserted 
that Reed’s criticisms were nothing 
unusual, since the former Senator 
had “criticised, denounced and 
abused every President from Cleve- 
land to Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
whether Democrat or Republican.” 

The Mayor concluded with a pre- 
diction that Senator Clark would 


@-|receive the Democratic nomination 


for President in 1940. 
Clark Chides Reed. 

Clark, after reminding his audi- 
ence of his own outspoken cham- 
pionship of repeal, quickly took up 
his reply to Reed, recalling that 
the former Senator had criticised 
the President for the support he 
received from some persons who 
formerly had been allies of Reed, 
and chiding him for his change of 
front. 

“We all know that Senator Reed 
is a. great lawyer,” Senator Clark 
began. “He has been a great states- 
man. If he had chosen the stage 
as a career, he probably would have 
been one of the greatest tragedians 
that ever trod the boards. Many 
times he has been observed, if called 
upon to present a case, simply to 
try the other side or someone con- 
nected with it; if to defend a civil 
suit, to try the plaintiff; if to try a 
murder case,.to try the deceased. 

“But when I read the speech of 
my old friend, Senator Reed, elo- 
quent and dramatic thought it was, 
and saw that he had been reduced 
to the pitiful expedient of claiming 
that the President of the United 
States was in partnership with the 
Communists and intimating that he 
was about to send over and get 
Stalin and install him in the White 
House, I realized that he was sim- 
ply driven to the necessity of try⸗ 
ing to raise a smoke screen to be- 
cloud the issue.

Statement by Browder. 


After the disturbance last night 
Browder said a protest would be 
sent to President Roosevelt. He 
said the affair was “a good thing 
for the civil rights of the people 
of Terre Haute and a bad thing 
for the so-called Law and Order 
League.” He said he had antici- 
pated an attempt would be made 
to. prevent him from speaking. 

“It won’t do so much good in 
Terre Haute, but it will be. valu- 
able for the rest of the country,” 
he said. 

He. issued his undelivered speech 
for publication. In it he called 
on the American people to build 
a “common front of all progres- 
sive forces” to “stamp out the 
tyranny which Hearst, the Liberty 
League and the Republican party 
seek to establish.” 


Browder made several references: 
to his arrest in Terre Haute. * He 
said it was “the logical result of 
the Red-baiting campaign of Hearst 
and the Republican party” and that 
it shows “American Hitlerism is 
blooming even faster than many of 
us suppose. 

“Such events as my being illeg- 
ally arrested by a couple of offi- 
cials, who apparently believe that 
Terre Haute belongs to Hitler Ger- 
many and not to erica, indicate 
the historic importance of this 
presidential campaign,” he said. 


“Hearst’s America.” 
“As long as officials like Mayor 


of the Bill of Rights, so long will 
we Americans face the danger that 
our democratic institutions will be 
completely undermined, and that 
this country will become Hearst's 
America and not the free Amer- 
ica which we all want it to be.

The Truth About the Phillips Strike 


A telegram from St. Louis, received at midnight Thursday, Oct. 15th, at 
the office of Mr. R. C. Jopling, Director of Public Relations for the 
Phillips Petroleum Company in Bartlesville, Okla., contained the follow- 


ing terse words:— — 


“UNLESS YOU AUTHORIZE SOME ONE IN ST. 
LOUIS TO ADJUST MATTERS BY FRIDAY NOON 
1 AM COMPELLED TO AUTHORIZE A STRIKE”. 
(Signed) WM. SCHOENBURG. 


UNION REFUSED TO NEGOTIATE WITH COMPANY REPRESENTATIVE 


Mr. Jopling not being able to be in St. Louis by Friday noon, the com- 
panies authorized-Mr. C. L. Hunt, attorney for the companies in the St. 
Louis office, to represent them in negotiations. Mr. Schoenburg refused 
to negotiate with Mr. Hunt; strike was called at 1:15 P. M. Friday after. 
noon, Oct. 16th. 


NEGOTIATIONS. 


On Friday, Oct. 9th, 1936, at a meeting in the office of the National Labor 
Relations Board in St. Louis, which was attended by Mr. Wm. Schoenburg 
and representatives of Federal Union No. 18980 and Mr. R. C. Jopling 
and company attorneys, Mr. Schoenburg demanded that the companies en- 
ter negotiations with him and the union committee immediately. Mr. 
Jopling explained that he was at that time engaged in labor negotiations 
with the representatives of the ‘American Federation of Labor in Minne- 
apolis, where he had been relieved from the committee one day in order 
to fly to St. Louis to meet with Mr. Schoenburg, and that it was necessary 
that he return there immediately. 


He explained then, however, that Mr. C. L. Hunt was authorized to rep- 
resent the companies and would start negotiations immediately. Mr. 
Schoenburg objected to negotiating with Mr. Hunt, stating that he preferred 
to wait until Mr. Jopling could be present. Mr. Jopling agreed to meet 
with Mr. Schoenburg and his committee, setting a tentative date of Oct. 
16th for the meeting, provided negotiations in Minneapolis were terminated 
before that date. Negotiations were not terminated in Minneapolis before 
that date, and Mr. Schoenburg was notified that it was impossible, on that 
account, for Mr. Jopling to be in St. Louis on Friday, Oct. 16th. 


Mr. Schoenburg, however, demanded that negotiations start at noon Fri- 
day. Mr. Hunt agreed to meet him in negotiations at noon, further notify- 
ing him that Mr. Jopling would postpone negotiations at»Minneapolis and 
come to St. Louis immediately, hoping to arrive at 3:30 P. M. that day. 
Mr. Schoenburg agreed to meet at that time. Due to recent changes in 
the airline schedules, however, it was necessary that Mr. Hunt call Mr. 
‘Schoenburg again and inform him that Mr. Jopling could not arrive until 
9:30 Friday evening and again offered to negotiate with him and the union 
committee immediately, or arrange a meeting with Mr. Jopling on his ar- 
rival that night or the following morning. Mr, Schoenburg refused to 
negotiate with Mr. Hunt or wait for Mr. Jopling, stating that he would 
“Strike the Plant” unless Mr. John Ahrens, who was discharged over a 
year ago, was returned to work in the East St. Louis plant by noon. 


THE AHRENS CASE 


Mr. John Ahrens was employed by the company on Aug. 9, 1932, as a 
gaard during the labor difficulties of a contractor. 


On May 1, 1933, he left his job without giving notice, returning five days 
later to get his check. 


On June 2, 1933, he was employed on temporary work for five days. 
On July 26, 1933, he was re-employed as a laborer. 


On Aug. 8, 1935, he was discharged for a serious error, which he himself 
admitted (a similar error had previously caused the death of two em- 
ployes). Although admitting the error, Ahrens claims he was discharged 
because he was an officer of the union. 


He ignored the provisions in the union agreement which provided for a 
peaceful settlement of controversies relative to discharge of employes 
and filed charges against the company with the National Labor Relations 
Board. Later, he withdrew the charges and appealed to the company for 
reinstatement. The company reconsidered his case and modified his dis- 
cipline, as follows :— 


1. Six months’ suspension from employment. 
2. Reduction in seniority by six months. 

3. Removal from East St. Louis Teminal. 

4. Six months’ probation. 


This was accepted by Mr. Ahrens and-he was given a job in the Main- 
tenance Department of.the company in St. Louis: Later, on account of 
reduction in work, it was necessary to transfer him and one other employe 
from St. Louis in order to provide jobs for them. Ahrens refused the 
transfer and left the company. Later, another opening occurred in St. 
Louis and he was offered the same job at the same wages, but refused to 
accept it. 

On Oct. 2, 1936, Mr. Ahrens again filed charges against the company with 
the National Labor Relations Board, claiming he was “fired” because of 
his union membership and/or activities, according to notice from Mr. 
Leonard C. Bjork, Regional Director, National Labor Relations Board. 
However, the company was not furnished with a copy of these charges. 
So far as we know, these charges are still pending before the Board. 


We feel that the company has already discharged any obligation it might 
have to Mr. Ahrens. At the present time no openings exist, either in 
the St. Louis Terminal or the East St. Louis plant. 


UNION AGREEMENT. 


The Phillips Petroleum Company and the Phillips Pipe Line Company 
are operating under a union agreement with their union employes in the 
East St. Louis Terminal; which was entered into on March, 7, 1934, and 
which is still in effect. 

This agreement contains provisions for the peaceful settlement of con- 
troversies, including controversies relative to discharge of employes. 


At no time has the Federal Union No. 18980 or Mr. Ahrens resorted > 
the procedure set forth in the agreement for a settlement of any of their 
controversies. 


At no time have the companies refused to meet with or negotiate with 
their employes or their union representatives. 

The companies have never refused to meet with any delegated representa- 
tives of the union, but the union has refused to negotiate with the delegated 
representative of the companies. 7 
This strike, called by a union representing a small minority of the approxi- 
mately one hundred people employed in the plant, was uncalled for and in 
violation of their existing union agreement. 
The companies are ready and willing at all times to negotiate with their 
employes or their duly authorized representatives. 

Since this strike was called at 1:15 P. M. Friday, October 16, 1936, 
neither of the companies has received any communication whatever from 
the union as to what these men are striking for.

For 50 years, she was 
the companion of Helen Keller, to 
whom she gave the light of under- 
standing and of speech. 


Helen Keller, blind and deaf, was 
dumb, although her organs of 
speech were present. We utter 


There may be a good deal of.sig- 
nificance in that remark. Per- 
haps there wouldn’t be any ex- 
tremists if all education were 
sound, well rounded and thorough. 

His manner was leisurely as in 
clay-smeared yellow smock he tilit- 
ed back his chair, stretched his 
long legs toward a table top and 
lighted a cigarette.

ument which stands in Old Cross- 
ing State Park, Minnesota. A mon- 
ument to Major Anderson at Fort 
Sumpter, the Slocum memorial re- 
lief on the Emergency Hospital, 
Washington, also relief tablets on 
the Department of Agriculture 
Building, Washington.

ernism and conservatism? Where 
do you draw the line? I could nev- 
er be radical. I have been too well 
trained. I find much to admire in 
modern art and much to like also 
in the so-called academic. The time 
at which a work of art is done 
does not mattér, but whether it has 
life in it. The something which 
thrills and excites you. Some of 
the oldest sculpture has this qual- 
ity. Some of the newest hasn't it.” 

Reticent and monosyllabic while 
speaking of his own career, Mose 
grew warm and expansive in speak- 
ing of his wife’s work. She is a 
writer on art and literary sub- 
jects, a contributor to magazines. 
They have taken an apartment in 
the West End and ought to be 
quite an acquisition to artistic so- 
cial circles. Mrs. Mose is the 
daughter of Dr. O. C. Helming, 
head of the department of econom- 
ics, Carleton College and minister 
of the Congregational Church of the 
University of Chicago. Her grand- 
father was a pioneer in Kansas, 
opening the railway express ven- 
ture. “Hig career reads just like a 
story book,” said the sculptor with 
a boyish grin that spread only 
rarely over a rather sober counte- 
nance, remindful somehow of that 
of another imaginative dreamer 
and practical and accurate per- 
former of the same race, Lindbergh.

But with no oth- 
er chance for success available 
South determined to give East an 
opportunity to “slip.” Dummy ac- 
cordingly ducked and East won 
with the diamond queen, declarer 
false-carding the nine spot. 

East did slip, with a vengeance! 
He figured that with the club suit 
well stopped in his own hand de- 
clarer never could get rid of his 
other diamonds if the opening lead 
really had been a singleton, there- 
fore there was no rush to return 
a diamond. Of course, he should 
have figured that whether the ‘open- 
ing lead’ had been a singleton, or 
from the 3-2, no harm could be done 
by- returning the king. But, satis- 
fied with his cursory analysis, East 
returned a trump and, after that, 
it was “all over.” Declarer won, 
drew trumps, cashed the diamond 
ace and all three heart tricks, and 
with the play of the last trump East 
discovered his horrible miscalcula- 
tion. He was squeezed! Dummy re- 
tained the A-J of clubs, declarer 
one club and the diamond jack.

Bad Breath, 
Its Causes 


And a Cure 


Residue of Food in Mouth 
Most Probable Explanation 
—Remedial Medicine.

BOUT A YEAR ago we were 
Anopry to record some new 
scientific work on the subject 
of bad breath. Dr. Howard W. Hag- 
gard and Dr. L. 
A. Greenberg 
at Yale were 
working on the 
persistence of gar- 
lic and onion 
odors the 
breath. 
There are four 
possible explana- 
tions of why the 
pungent odors of 
these vegetables 
should remain s0 
long on the breath 
after they are 
eaten. One is that 
they are absorb- 
ed into the blood, are taken to thé 
lungs, make their way into the 
air sacs, and are exhaled, the ex- 
haled air contaminating the mouth 
cavity. Or they may be absorbed 
into the blood from the digestive 
canal and excreted intg the mouth 
in the saliva. Or they may make 
their way from the stomach by 
way of the esophagus, by regurgi- 
tated air into the mouth. 
Or, lastly, there may simply be 
particles left in the mouth crev- 
ices, between the teeth and other 
places, which continue to give off 
the odor. 

Drs. Haggard and Greenberg 
found, after careful experiments, 
that the last mentioned method 
was the one that really explained 
the persistence of these odors on 
the breath. And that is really in 
accord with experience and com- 
mon sense. You can’t eat garlic 
or onions and not leave some in 
the mouth cavity.

remedy—chloramine T, or chlo- 

rozine, five grains dissolved in a 
large glass of water as a mouth 
wash. The chloramine liberates 
chlorine, which reduces all the or- 
ganic fermenting substances in the 
mouth, and hence stops the odor. 

A contradiction, however, has 
come from the work of some 
Cleveland physicians. They hap- 
pened to have two patients who 
were unique subjects to try out the 
question of whether garlic and 
onion breath was due to particles 
in the mouth, or whether it came 
from the stomach or lungs. One 
had a fistula from his stomach to 
the abdomen, so that the food he 
ate did not go through the mouth, 
but was poured directly into the 
stomach. When they poured in 
garlic or onion he had a breath in 
an hour or two. 

The other patient had a fistula 
from the lung to the side of his 
neck. He could breathe perfectly 
comfortably, and when he had eat- 
en and chewed garlic or onion 
there was an allicaceous breath 
from the lung, although the air did 
not pass through the mouth. 

Perhaps all this is true. But I 
do not believe it makes any prac- 
tical difference. The remedy still 
works, and no matter how the gar- 
lic got there, the chloramine T will 
kill it just the same. 


QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 

E. P.: “I am 48 years old and I 
have sugar diabetes. No matter 
what diet I eat I cannot get the 
sugar out of the urine. What 
should I do?” 

Answer: There is something 
wrong with this picture. On a 
proper diet the sugar always can 
be made to disappear, especially in 
jliabetes at the age of 48. Perhaps 
‘you have been taking some snacks 
between meals, thinkir; they 
wouldn’t count. You might not 
count them, but nature does. Try 
a starvation day or two, then find 
out how much carbohydrate you 
can tolerate (by gradually increas- 
ing the amount until sugar just
